MacArthur's Australian headquar-

tured, could serve as a springboard 
for an assault on Australia.

Haugland’s 32-Day Diary 
Tells Struggles In Wilds

Melbourne, Australia, Sept. 29—The story of what 
happened to Cern Haugland, Associated Press War cor­ 
respondent. during the first 32 days of the six weeks he 
was missing in the wilds of New Guinea was disclosed 
today in the diary which he kept whiIe__ 
he was able to write.

—Possibility of future sharp decrease 
in the size of the listening audience 
due to obsolescence of radio receiv- 
ers is a development to which the 
broadcasters say they are giving 
some serious consideration. 
As a 


matter of fact a statement from 
NBC sees a somewhat gloomy pic- 
ture ahead. 


Declaring thnt only approximately 


a year's normal stock of new sets is 
available in dealers' hands for re- 
placements and that the supply oi 
necessary repair parts is low, the 
statement reaches the 
conclusion 


that once this supply is gone the 
number of "dead" receivers could in- 
crease at the rate of an estimated 
14,000 daily. 


"This rate, if 
continued 
four 


years," 
the 
statement 
contends, 


"would affect the majority of radio 
equipped homes and might make it 
useless for broadcast stations to 
continue operation." 


When production-of radio sets for 


civilian use was halted last June 
by the War Production board an 
estimated 60,000,000 were in 
the 


hands of the public. Dealer reserve 
stocks are believed sufficient to pro- 
vide necessary replacements through 
mid-1943. 
After that, however, lis- 


teners would have to depend entirely 
upon repairs to keep their receivers 
going.

A. That metal you see piled up 


in junkyards is being sorted and 
cut up preparatory- to shipping. It 
is difficult stuff to handle, and it has 
to be processed.

A. Winter is coming, when the 


scrap is much more difficult to col- 
lect and move. The mills are chew- 
ing it up at a rate never before 
dreamed of. The nation must build 
up its scrap supplies to 17,000,000 
tons by January 1.

A. That depends upon the local 


arrangements in your community. 
Tne junkmen pay for the scrap, and 
sell it to the steel mills, at prices 
ixed by the government. You can 
take your scrap to the nearest junk- 
vard and sell it. Public groups in 
various communities who are col- 
ecting the scrap also sell it, and , 
use the funds for various charitable 
and public purposes. 
Some con- 


tribute it to the Red Cross, some to 
USO, some to hospitals, libraries and 
lor other civic purposes. Your local 
scrap headquarters can tell you 
what the local arrangements are. 


Q. How much docs the junkman 


get for the scrap he sells to the 
Mills? 


A. Junkmen get from about $13.50 


to $20 a ton for the scrap they sell, 
the price they receive depending 
uporT where the junkman and the 
mill are located. Pittsburgh prices 
would be at one level, Birmingham 
prices at another. 


Q. Why does thc junkman pay 


varying prices? 


A. Because of his various ex- 


penses—paying thc freight to thc 
mill, cutting up the scrap in his own 
yard, using his trucks to do thc' 
hauling—steel men say junkmen 
net about $9 a ton. 


Your scrap may not be as good 


as that of the man next door or it 
may involve more work for the 
unkman because scrap has to be 
jroken up and thc various metals 
.eparaicd: Such as steel from iron. 
brass from aluminum, etc.. that in- 
volves work and all metals are not 
of equal value. Therefore, his prices 
to you and your neighbors vary.
